A visitfrom the Bishop of Rome is an 
unparalleled honor—one that is 
surrounded by preparations and 
proprieties.

Living History 
Farms 


Hundreds of acres stretch, warm and 
fertile, across the central lowa 
landscape, giving visitors from every 
part of the world an opportunity to 
experience the agriculture of Rural 
America—its past, present and 
future. 

But Living History Farms is more 
than a historical museum. It's a 
living tribute to the men and women 
of Rural America who have 
lived—and continue to live—close to 
the land. The Living History Farms, 
since its inception in 1967, has been a 
monument to the land itself—as a 
rescurce to improve the quality of 
life for all people. 

Visitors to the Farms' 600-acre 
complex are introduced to an 1840's 
Pioneer Farm with its yoke of oxen 
and support network of handcrafts. 
There's a typical turn-of-the-century 
farm, still worked with horse-drawn 
and steam-powered equipment, 
while in adjacent fields, shimmering 
diesel-powered equipment works 
the land with the improved 
efficiency of modern technology. In 
the planning and early development 
stages is still another farm—a Farm 
of Today and Tomorrow, 
demonstrating even more advanced 
practices in conservation, livestock, 
crops and machinery. 

Plans for the Living History 
Farms also include a Church of All 
Faiths to be built on the site 
developed for the visit of Pope John 
Paul II. This ecumenical church will 
provide a place for visitors to pause 
and reflect on the changing face of 
agriculture and the unchanging 
quality of the land—on the precious 
resource we have been given—and 
how that gift should be used, cared 
for—and celebrated.

land is so much a part of our lives, it 
must also manifest itself in the way 

we worship. 

God is creator and in order to be 
in His presence, we must be 
connected to all of creation. So for 
that reason, the natural 
amphitheater of the Living History 
Farms was chosen as the cathedral 
space for this important celebration. 
Here, the entire top of a lush, grassy 
knoll becomes the assembly's focal 
point, with the places of worship 
rising naturally from the land. 
Surrounding us on all sides are f 
constant reminders that this land is, 
indeed, reason to praise God. 

The altar is another expression 
of our reverence for the earth and its 
growth. Our holy table is crafted of 
one-hundred-year-old planks, 
designed with a convoluted front to 
symbolize plowed fields. Its 
magnificently hand-rubbed top 
displays the same dedication of one’s 
work to God that characterized the 
furnishings of Europe's Renaissance 
cathedrals. And just as Gothic design 
with its ornate embellishments was 
part of that time and place, our 
natural wood altar belongs to this 
time—and to our place—Rural 
America. 
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There's also significance in the 
placement of our lectern. It has been 
set apart from the altar area so that, 
during the Gospel procession, the 
Word is symbolically carried across 
the land as the choir's “Alleluia” 
resounds over the hillside. From this 
position the Word is proclaimed and 
is received by everyone 
equally—whether the Holy Father 
and concelebrants or worshipers in 
the assembly. 

The books used in our service 
have been needlepointed by local 
artists. The Eucharistic cup and plate 
are handcrafted by a resident potter 
and there are other furnishings 
lovingly created by metalworkers, 
weavers and quilters. Each is 
employing his or her God-given 
talent in some time-honored craft, 
typical of Rural America. And each 
has utilized natural, organic 
materials in a beautiful, simple 
offering that is authentically human 
and tied to the earth. 

As a permanent signet of Pope 
John Paul II’s visit to us, Fr. John 
Buscemi of the Diocese of Madison, 
Wisconsin, has created the 
celebration symbol shown here. Its 
design centers on the cross asa 
visual reaffirmation of the First 
Reading of the Mass, Galatians 6:14, 
“May I never boast of anything but 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ... 
All that really matters is that we are 
created anew.” 

The lines within the cross echo 
the furrowed soil, prepared to 
receive the seed. In the same way, 
the Word of God can take root only in 
lives prepared to receive it. Cradled 
in the arms of the cross are four 
fields. Their shape represents the 
contours of plowed land and their 
color denotes the progress of the four 
seasons. All the design elements of 
this symbol work together to remind 
us that the blessing of the harvest is 
realized only when the earth and the 
seed move through the entire 
spectrum of time and reality. 

Yes, we are people of the land. 
To worship in any other way, with 
any other symbols, would be 
inappropriate. So we worship God as 
we live our lives—with our hands 
and our hearts—in a simple, honest 
expression of our faith. 
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Concelebrants 
ofthe Mass 


Archbishop Jean Jadot was 
appointed Apostolic Delegate to the 
United States in 1973, after having 
served in a similar position in Laos, 
Malaysia, Singapore and Equatorial 
Guinea. Archbishop Jadot was born 
in Brussels, Belgium, in 1909. 

General functions of the Apostolic 
Delegate include representing the 
Pope in official celebrations and 
events, acting as liaison between 
Bishops and the Pope, 
recommending to the Vatican the 
appointment and transfer of Bishops 
in the United States and furnishing 
advice to the Vatican on the division 
of existing dioceses and the creation 
of new ones. 


Archbishop John R. Quinn was 
appointed Archbishop of San 
Francisco by Pope Paul VI in 1977. 
Archbishop Quinn also serves as 
president of both the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops and 
the United States Catholic 
Conference. In addition to his 
qualities as a church leader, 
Archbishop Quinn is a talented 
musician. 


Bishop Maurice J. Dingman is the 
sixth Bishop of the Diocese of Des 
Moines, which is composed of 12,446 
square miles in the southwestern 
portion of lowa. The Des Moines 
Diocese, established by Pope Pius X 
in 1911, is the smallest diocese in 
Iowa, the least Catholic and the most 
rural. Its total population is 624,185, 
with a Catholic population of 79,000. 

Bishop Dingman was appointed to 
the Des Moines Diocese in 1968 and 
chose as the motto for his coat of 
arms, “Ecclesia Agricultura,” which 
means “The church is a field to be 
cultivated.” Through this choice, 
Bishop Dingman pays tribute to the 
main resource of the state of 
Iowa—the land.

Retired, Diocese of Sioux City 


Archbishop James J. Byrne became 
the ninth head of the Archdiocese of 
Dubuque in 1962. The thirty counties 
of the northeastern corner of the 
state were erected as a diocese in 
1837, and, in 1893, established as an 
archdiocese. The total population of 
the Dubuque Archdiocese is 956,078; 
the current Catholic population is 
238,064. 

Archbishop Byrne was ordained to 
the priesthood in St. Paul in 1933. He 
became Auxiliary Bishop of St. Paul 
in 1947, Bishop of Boise, Idaho, in 
1956 and Archbishop of Dubuque in 
1962. 


Bishop Gerald O'Keefe was 
appointed Bishop of the Diocese of 
Davenport by Pope Paul VI in 1966 
and was installed by Archbishop 
Byrne in Sacred Heart Catholic 
Cathedral, Davenport. Prior to this 
appointment, Bishop O'Keefe had 
served as Auxiliary Bishop of the St. 
Paul Diocese since 1961. 

The Diocese of Davenport was 
formed in 1881 and encompasses 
11,438 square miles in the 
southeastern part of lowa. Its total 
population is 687,000; its Catholic 
population is 105,000. 


Bishop Frank H. Greteman was 
installed as the fourth Bishop of the 
Diocese of Sioux City in 1970. He 
previously served five years as 
Auxiliary Bishop in that diocese. 
The Diocese of Sioux City was 
established in 1902 and comprises 24 
counties in the northwestern part of 
Iowa. Its total population is 512,883; 
it's Catholic population is 112,000. 


Bishop Francis J. Dunn serves as 
Auxiliary Bishop of Dubuque. He 
was ordained to the priesthood in 
1948 and appointed to his present 
position in 1969. He serves as Vicar 
General and Chancellor of the 
Archdiocese of Dubuque. 


Bishop Joseph M. Mueller retired as 
the third Bishop of the Diocese of 
Sioux City in 1970. He had previously 
served as head of that diocese for 22 
years. Bishop Mueller currently 
resides in Sioux City.

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A rural parish- 
a papal visit 


“.,. the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, patience...” 
—Galatians 5:22 


When a kernel of corn is planted, it is 
corn that’s harvested. But when the 
seed that’s planted is the Word, the 
harvest is love—love for all 
humanity. The harvest is joy in our 
relationship to God and fellow 
persons—peace in a chaotic world of 
technology—and patience—the 
patience of a farmer who plants the 
seed, trusts in the Lord and waits for 
the harvest. 

Nowhere is that patience and 
trust more evident than in the small 
rural churches of America, of which 
St. Patrick's of Irish Settlement is a 
picturesque example. In this church, 
established in 1852, the spiritual 
needs of early farm families were 
met and nurtured through years and 
through generations—until, today, 
the patience of this parish has been 
rewarded. Now, in 1979, over a 
century after its organization, the 
parish of St. Patrick’s—together with 
all churches of all farm 
communities—welcomes Pope John 
Paul II to Rural America. 

This tiny frame church, standing 
on a tree-fringed hillside near 
Cumming, Iowa, represents all the 
rural parishes of America’s 
sprawling farmland. And the 204 
members of this oldest Catholic 
church in the Des Moines diocese 
represent all the dedicated, faithful 
families who farm the land—who 
plant the seeds, till the ground and 
offer their prayers of gratitude for 
the fertile earth that sustains us. 

The parish of St. Patrick's of 
Irish Settlement, like the Holy 
Father, lives daily with the concern 
for our precious land—for its use 
and its abuse. It is families such as 
these who realize the gifts of 
creation and regeneration come only 
from God. It's the families of these 
small Rural American churches who 
know, perhaps better than anyone 
else, that “the fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace—and patience.” 
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
